< laptain Suokliug, paaaed on Horatio 

Nelson. Mrs. Nelson died wheil

Ho never 
went to bed nor gal np without 
first kneeling down anil saying his 
prayers. Courage, even to daring, 
was characteristic of Nelson, from 
hie early childhood.

exulted in Hie idea 'Well, then,' 
I exclaimed, ' I will be a hero, and,

From IhaChour, lie was no long- 
era boy. At nineteen, lie was nuide 
lieiilenanl of the " Lowest ofle," 

and began his career of glory. 

"My this tims to -morrow, I shall 
have trained a peeraire or a place in 
Wcslniii star Abbey," Nelson said lo 
his Officers before the Battle of the 
Nile. Admiral Nelson was mad • a 
baron, with a pension of two thou- 
sand pounds. After the Mat tie of 
Copenhagen, he whs made a vis- 
count. Four years later came his 
fatal, crowning victory of Trafalgar. 

Although mortally wounded, he 

lived to know that the triumph was 
complete. " Kiss me, Hardy," 
said the dying hero. Truly : — 

" The bravest are the tendci • 
The loving are the daring.'' 

" Thank God, I have done my 
duty," and "God and country," were 
his last words. 

At forty-seven, he had left a record 
of glorious service, which his 
country has commemorated on both 
OOntiaentS in monuments and 
columns, in pSSHttS and poems 
Success.

Tno 
Wane luk"s rul-il until 1517, when 
they wen- subdued by Ihe Turks, 
who have hold the country »»ver 
sine-. The exploits in Palestine 
in upholding Judais-n and Chris- 
tianity, gave undying fame to four 
of Ihe " Nine Worthies" • Joshua, 
conquerer of Canaan, David, King 
of Israel, Judas MacoahoMis, and 
Godfrey ol Bouillon.

Mesides, the country is overrun by 
bands of predatory Arabs, which 
makes traveling unsafe. When 
Edward VII. was Prince of Wales, 
he visited Palestine, over forty 
years ago. He was attended by a 
royal retinue and a strong escort. 
He wanted to visit ,tho Mosque at 
Hebron, and lo d<» so had to obtain 
a spcial lirinan from Ihe Sultan at 
Constantinople. Even thou the 
Pasha of i ho province was very 
reluctant »o honor it, fearing an up- 
rising of the neighboring Moslem 
fanatics against the profanation of 
Ihe saored spot by "dorrs of infidel 
Itiaours." It was only after the 
Prince and his suite had departed 
for another place thai the Hasha 
reconsidered and called them back. 

Accompanied hj the Pasba'sguard, 

they Visited Ihe Mosque, and had 
lii observe all the ceremonies 
of leaving their shoos, etc . at the 
oilier door.

IT DEVKl.Ol'S AND HOW IT 
SHOULD BK TREATED. 



A sty is a little abscess at the 
edge of Ihe eyelid. There are gener- 
ally far more pain and swelling 
than are proportionate to the seri- 
ousness of the case. It is the result 
of the plentiful supply of blood 
vessels to the eyelid and the close- 
ness of iis texture which cause 
great pain in the process «f swell- 
ing The little abscess is rod and 
very tender, aud usually in a few 
days it bursts and discharges mattei 
unless treatment can be carried out 
early and energetically enough to 
arrest the inflammation. As soon 
as the sty has opened the pain and 
swelling subside. Sties point to 
some derangement in health. They 
occur in people who have a predis' 
position to them or who are loug 
sighted and have been overusing 
their eyes, or they may come on 
after exposure to cold wind. They 
are very apt to occur one after Ihe 
olhor for several wetiks. 

At the very beginning of the at- 
tack the application of something 
cold, such as ice wrapped in a bit 
of oil silk, laid over the eye, may 
cut short the inflammation. But 
except at ihe very earliest stage this 
cannot bo done, and the best treat 
men! and I hat which gives most re- 
lief is the application of moist heat 
in the from of a poultice or hot fo- 
mentations made of poppy heads 
till the sty bursts of itself or is 
opened. 

The general health must have at- 
tention, and ten drops of the tinc- 
ture of steel in water throe times a 
day and some mild aperient before 
breakfast are often the most bene- 
ficial form of treatment. — Isabtl

Army and navy officers in Ger- 
many are not allowed lo marry un- 
less lhey have a certain private in- 
come, and must make a, deposit of 
30,000 marks cash (#7,500) with the 
government before the marriage 
can take place. This is deposited 
to their credit in the public treas- 
ury, and they icceive three per cent, 
interest per year. At the death of 
the officer the principal is refunded 
to his family. The purpose of this 
rule is to protect the government 
from the burden of destitute olli- 
lamilics, aud also to protect 
the Officer against odurt martial, for 
the regulations prohibit him from 
incurring debts.

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The bars are down, that is, the 
gales are opened again to- the 
teachers and those who have been 
wont to pass through the Institu- 
tion grounds for convenience sake, 
and the former aieaiu come and go 
as of yore to iheir work, just as n 
I here had been no quarantine. 
The edict for the raising of the 
quarantine was given by the health 
officer Thursday morning, and in 
the evening, those of the teachers 
.vho had been shut up since the 
13th inst , went home with grips in 
hand and again became acquainted 
willi their families IPs hardly 
necessary to say that they were 
happy. 

No new eases of scarlet fever 
have appeared since the 101 Ii inst., 
and those who have had it aie 
attaint all well, and scveial ar.- out of 
the hospital Those remaining Will 

be kept there until all danger of 

contagion is past. For a short lime 
yet the pupils will bo confined to 
the yard. 

There was really no necessity, in 
the first place, to quarantine the 
Institution, as every filing was done 
by Superintendent Jones and his 
aids to prevent its spreading, by 
fumigation and isolation, but the 
matter became public property 
through sensational newspaper re- 
ports, and to apinase public senti- 
ment the health oflicr ordered the 
quarantine Those connected with 
the Institution now understand 
more hilly what a quarantine is, 
and will sympathize with schools for 
the deaf alike placed. 

During the blockade the employes 
of the bindery, male and female, in 
order to get in and out of the 
grounds, had to climb over a four- 
foot board fence.
